The Austrians and Germans in Ga- 
licia are still falling back before the 
advance of the Russians, who, accord- 
ing to Petrograd, have made additional 
gains along the Sereth and Zlota Lipa 
rivers and have captured the strongly 
fortified town of Tustobaby, northwest 
of the Dniester. On the upper Sereth, 
however, the Teutonic allies at some 
points on their. newly-chosen line are 
holding back the Russians with a vig- 
orous artillery fire. 

Berlin says that south of Brody, on 
the Lub and Graberka sector, Russian 
attacks were put down with heavy 
losses and that Russias who had pene- 
trated Teutonic positions on the Zto- 
roff-Konjucay line, northeast of Tarno- 
pol later were driven out and 300 of 
them taken prisoners. According to 
Vienna, a Russian attack southwest of 
Podkamien, near Brody, ended with the 
field before the Austro-German posi- 
tions covered with Russian dead.

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NEW EVIDENCE FOUND. 
N MURDER MYSTERY 


Detectives Keow Men Who 
Bought Drink With Wurm 
on Fatal Night. 


It was learned yesterday afternoon 
that detectives have discovered that 
John Wurm did go to the soft drink 
stand of Ruby Watkins, the negress, 
the night of his disappearance, and that 
he was in company with a crowd of 
young men, whose names the investi- 
gators know. 

It was this information which caused 
the second autopsy to. find whether 
or not poison was in the stomach. The 
sleuths are now working on the theory 
that the drink taken by the slain youth 
was poisoned. . 

The report of the physicians who per- 
formed the autopsy has been delayed 
on account of the difficulty of the 
task. It is expected next Wednesday, 
after which there are likely to be sen- 
sational developments. 
' Ruby Watkins, who runs a drink 
stand and restaurant in vicinity of the 
Atlantic steel plant, testified on the 
stand before Judge McClelland that 
John Wurm had not been at her place 
the night he vanished, or at any other 
time. But the detectives have evi- 
dence that he came in company with a 
group of young men from the steel 
plant, whose identities are being with- 
held. 

In addition to this disclosure, it be- 
came known Monday that Vaster Do- 
gan, the negro suspect held in connec- 
tion with the mystery, had, in one of 
the series of grillings to which he has 
been subjected, made the statement 
that he was offered $300 by “certain 
employees of the steel plant to leave 
the city directly after the murder of 
the boy.” 

The detectives, however, will not di- 
vulge the names ‘of the men mentioned 
by the negro or the nature of the rea- 
son why they should urge the prisoner 
to leave town.

GIVEN TO EMORY 


Contribution for Out-Patient 

Structure for Medical De- 
partment Made by J. J. 
Gray, Jr., of Rockdale, 
Tenn. 


Bishop Candler, chancellor of Emory 
university, yesterday announced the 
receipt of a contribution of $50,000 for 
the erection of an out-patient building 
in connection with the medical depart- 
ment of Emory university. This con- 
tribution comes from J. J. Gray, Jr., of 
Rockdale, Tenn., and the trustees of 
Emory have determined to name the 
new building “The J. J. Gray Clinic.” 

Plans have already been drawn for 
the building, and its erection will be 
begun shortly. No other out-patient 
building in America will be better than 
this, unless it may be the building in 
connection with Syracuse’ university, 
New York. A careful study has been 
made of the building at Syracuse and 
the out-patient buildings of all the 
leading universities of the United 
States, and this one of Emory univer- 
Sity will contain every good feature 
that has been suggested by the study 
of all these plans, and it will avoid 
some features in other buildings which 
have been shown by experience to be 
undesirable. 

In some points the building of Em- 
Ory university will be superior, even 
to the admirable one of the University 
of Syracuse. 

Two other buildings for the medical 
department will be erected on the 
campus in Druid Hills at an early day. 
The fund for the new Wesley Memori- 
al hospital is being increased, and that 
building will be erected soon. 

When all these buildings are com- 
pleted, the medical department of Em- 
Ory university will be one of the finest 
in the south, and Atlanta will be the 
medical center which it ought to be. 
Here both undergraduate work and 
post-graduate work will be amply pro- 
vided for. In “the J. J. Gray Clinic” 
will be admirable apparatus and lab- 
oratories for original researeh. These 
medical students, both of the under- 
graduate and of the post-graduate 
classes, will find here the best of oppor- 
tunities.

Must File Written Complaint. 

“There is complaint before 
commission at the present time,” 
Mr. Harris. “However, if the Johnson- 
Gewinner company makes complaint in 
writing, setting forth charges that the 
refineries have refused to sell gasoline 
at the regular whoiesale price of 23 
cents, I will see that an immediate in- 
vestigation is held. We will also en- 
force our decisions in Atlanta and com- 
pel the local refineries to sell to John- 
son-Gewinner company.” 

The _Johnson-Gewinner company’s 
tanks have been empty bince 3 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, and Mr. Gewinner 
was told that he will not be able to 
secure any gasoline today, as the tanks 
of his wholesalers are empty. 

Therefore Atlanta gasoline goes back 
once more to 25 cents a gallon 

“Our company was again refused 
gasoline by the Texas company,” stated 
Mr. Gewinner last night. “Our tanks 
have been empty since 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

“The Texas company also refused té 
let me have any tomorrow, telling me 
that their supply will be exhausted by 
that time. 

Will Apeal to Harris. 

“IT will appeal once more to William 
J. Harris, of the federal trade commis 
sion, Tuesday morning, having an ap- 
pointment with him at that time. He 
got the Texas company to sell me gas 
last Saturday and I hope he will suc- 
ceed again, as I want to keep on sell- 
ing gasoline at 24 cents a gallon in my 
effort to lower the price for this com- 
modity in the Atlanta market. There 
?s no justice in Atlanta paying 25 cents 
for gasoline when other southern cities 
are paying only 19 cents and 20 cents 
a gallon. 

“When my supply ran out [I called 
upon the Texas company and asked that 
they send me more gasoline. They re- 
fused, and also informed me that they 
would not be able to furnish me with 
any on Tuesday, as their supply would 
be out.” 

He declared that he had not tried to 
get gasoline from. the Standard Oil 
company or the Gulf Refining company 
Saturday: it was useless. 

Last week Mr. Gewinner complained 
to the federal trade commission, Mr. 
Harris telegraphed for a special inves- 
tigator and attorney to be rushed to 
Atlanta for a probe of alleged collusion 
among the local refineries to keep the 
Johnson-Gewinner company from “cut- 
rating’ the price of gasoline from 25 
to 24 cents. When the manager of the 
Texas company was seen by Mr. Harris 
he agreed to continue selling the John- 
son-Gewinner company. The trip to 
Atlanta of the special investigator and 
attorney was then called off.

Asheville, N. C., August 14.—No lives 
were lost, as far as could be ascer- 
tained here tonjght, by the breaking of 
the great dam at Lake Toxaway yes- 
terday, although the thirty-foot wall 
of water that rushed down the narrow 
mountain gorges. into South Carolina 
wrought considerable damage to crops 
and homes. No houses were washed 
away.

REVENUE MEASURE 


Measure Expected to Yield 
$205,000,000—Some Stamp 
Taxes Eliminated — Tariff 
Commission Provided. 


Washington, August 14.—The revenue 
bill as amended on the senate finance 
committee was approved tonight by the 
democratic senate caucus and will be re- 
ported in the senate by Wednesday. The 
measure, leaders estimate, will yield 
$205,000,000 annually, an _ increase of 
$7,500,000 over the estimated revenue as 
it passed the house. 

Final approval of the measure was 
voted after the caucus, which began 
sessions on the measure a week ago, 
had debated the various sections, ex- 
haustively and had defeated many mo- 
tions to alter the provisions inserted 
by the committee. 

As it will be reported, the measure 
differs in several important respects 
from the house bill. Its principal pro- 
visions include a sur tax on incomes, 
an inheritance tax, a 10 per cent net 
profit tax on the manufacture of war 
munitions, a 5 per cent tax on manu- 
facturers of materials entering into 


munitions, a. license tax of 50 cents 
per thousand on the capital stock of 
corporations, liquor taxes and miscella- 
neous stamp taxes. 

For Tariff Commission. 

The bill also provides for the crea- 
tion of a non-partisan tariff commis- 
sion. Early tonight the caucus ap- 
proved a committee amendment increas- 
ing the salaries of the proposed com- 
missioners from $7,500 to $10,000, but 


reconsidered and the $7,500 salary re- 
Stored. Provision also is made in a 
section approved tonight for a tariff 
of coal tar dyestuffs and medicinal de- 
rivatives in order to encourage their 
manufacture in the United States. 

The caucus sustained the _ finance 
committee amendment to. the wine 
schedule after a vigorous fight led by 
Senator Phelan, of California, for re- 
tention of the house rates. As ap- 
proved the tax on still wines will be at 
the rate of 8 cents per wine gallon and 
tax On grape brandy or wine spirits 
used in the fortification of sweet wines 
will be cents. per proof gallon as 
against ten cents proposed in the house 
bill. 

On champagne and sparkling wine a 
tax of three cents would be levied on 
each half pint; artificially carbonated 
wine 2% cents per half pint, and on 
each bottle or other container of cor- 
dials or similar compounds 114. cents 
per half pint. 

Some Stamp Taxes Eliminated.

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BRANDES WON'T SERVE. 
ON MEXICAN COMMISSION 


Justice Says That His Supreme 
Court Duties Will Not 
Permit. 


Washington, August 14.—Associate 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis, of the su- 
preme court, informed President Wilson 
tonight that, because of the mass of 
business before the court, he_would be 
unable to accept the president's desig- 
nation to serve on the joint commis- 
sion which will attempt to solve the 
difficulties between the United States 
and Mexico. 

Justice Brandeis conferred with the 
president and Attorney General Greg- 
ory late ‘in the day and the question 
of the justice’s accepting was gone 
over thoroughly. Later the following 
letter from Justice Brandeis to the 
president was made public at the white 
house: 

“My Dear Mr. President: 

“T appreciate the opportunity for 
high service which membership on the 
Mexican commission would present, 
but upon consultation with the chief 
justice I find that the state of the 
business of the supreme court at the 
present time to be such that it is my 
duty not to undertake this important 
constructive task.” 

The giving out of Justice Brandeis’ 
letter was the first formal announce- 
ment that he had been offered the 
post, although it has been known def- 
initely that he and Secretary Lane 
were two of the three men selected by 
the president for membership on the 
commission. The name of -the third 
man has not been made public. 

The general understanding had been 
that both Justice Brandeis and Secre- 
tary Lane had accepted places on the 
commission, and there have been inti- 
mations, that the justice’s decision to 
withdraw was reached after whtiee 
Justice White had interposed objec- 
tions. There was no official confirm- 
ation of that, however, as all officials 
concerned have refused to discuss the 
subject. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS ; 
VICTIM IS RECOVERING 


Dublin, Ga., August 14.—(Special.)— 
The only case of infantile paralysis 
that has yet been known in Dublin is 
rapidly recovering, and no new cases 
have developed.

WILSON FINDS WAY 
TO PREVENT STRIKE

Lower House of Denmark 
Parliament Favors Turning 
Islands Over to the United 
States—62 for Sale to 44 


Against. 


Copenhagen, August 14.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The folkething, or lower house 
of the Danish parliament,.today voted 
in favor of selling the Danish West 
Indies to the United States, if a plebis- 
cite favored the sale. The vote was 
62 for the proposition to 44 against it, 
one member being denied a vote and 
six being absent. 

Having taken this action, the folke- 
thing took up the question of ratifica- 
tion of the treaty itself, providing Tor 
the sale of the islands. The vote was 
the same as that upon the question of 
the sale. 

May Be Postponed. 

The discussion in the  folkething 
turned upon the question whether the 
plebiscite or elections, or both the elec- 
tions and the plebiscite shall take place 
before reaching a settlement on the 
sale of the islande. Premier Zahle 
stated that if the elections should be 
necessary the government would have 
to ask the American government if the 
matter could be postponed until the 
newly-elected rigsdag meets in No- 
vember.- 

An influential member of the con- 
servative party in the landething, the 
upper house, stated to the Associated 
Press that it seems to be a settled mat- 
ter that the landething will reject the 
treaty. Public meetings on the treaty 
will begin in the landething tomorrow. 

The fact that the opposition in the 
Folkething was not in the slightest ae. 
xree placated by the government's pro- 
posed plebiscite—the division was the 
same as had been predicted two days 
ago—appears to justify the prediction 
that the landething, where the opposi- 
tion in the majority, will reject 
treaty. A rejection would mean a delay 
of probably three months in the final 
disposition of the islands, since gen- 
eral elections hardly could be finished 
before the end of October and the new 
government probably would not get 
into harness before the middle of No- 
vember. 

Elections Not Wanted. 

The Associated Press is assured by 
the highest sources that the govern- 
ment at no time had nor has the slight- 
est desire to evade a test of strength 
at general elections, but would greatly 
regret their becoming necessary in the 
case of the West Indian islands for two 
reasons. The first is because of the 
delay and the secona because the pro- 
posed plebiscite would take the West 
Indies question out of politics and com- 
pel a. decision solely on _ objective 
grounds. 

As the situation now stands the 
whole matter has become one of pure- 
lv internal party politics in which the 
disposition of the islands is all but lost 
sight of. The government feels that 
the sale or retention of the islands 


| ought not to be made dependent in any 


degree on internal strife of the various 
parties, which it would be if the de- 
cision is thrown in with the varied is- 
sues of.a general election. The gov- 
ernment is particularly anxious to ac- 
celerate a decision as to the fate of the 
islands because it feels it is under ob- 
ligation to the United States to avoid 
needless delay in the matter.

Differences Will Probably 
Be Passed Upon by Neu- 
tral Board of Arbitrators.

Arbitrator. 


Washington, August 14.—President 
Wilson conferred todav with both 
parties to the threatened country-wide 
railway strike and tonight it appear- 
ed that foundation had been laid to fur- 
nish a working basis for a settlement 
of the differences of the employees and 
employers. The president will meet 
both sides again tomorrow. 

At the conclusion of the day's con- 
ferences, the president issued _ this 
statement: 

“IT have met both sides and have 
gone over the case with the utmost 
frankness. I shall not be able to judge 
until tomorrow whether we have found 
a feasible basis for settlement.” 

The foremost questions are what 
shall be arbitrated, if arbitration is to 
be resorted to, and what form of arbi- 
tration shall be adopted. Representa- 
tives of the employees maintain that 
their demand for an &-hour day and 
time anda half for overtime is theonly 
concrete proposition under discussion. 
They insisted to the president in their 
conference today that the railroads 
make some definite counter proposal. 
If the railroads submitted some pro- 


posed form of settlement, they = _ said, 


tions further. 
Workers Ready to Consent. 

The employees are understood to be 
ready to consent to the principle of ar- 
bitration if the contingent proposals of 
the managers, which the men claim in- 
volve rights they have won in thirty 
years’ effort, are eliminated from con- 
sideration, and if arbitration is con- 
ducted by a board on which all four 
brotherhoods are respresented. 

Immediately after learning the em- 
ployees’ position, the president sum- 
moned the committee of managers and 
held a long conference with them. They 
left the white house to confer among 
themselves throughout the night, if 
necessary, and the general understand- 
ing was that they discussed the advisa- 
bility of withdrawing their “contin- 


Oia would be ready to discuss negotia- 


gency” proposals and submitting a pro- 


position ‘“‘without strings,” as _ de- 


manded by the men. 

While representatives of the em- 
ployees insisted that they had not yet 
agreed to arbitrate any feature of their 
differences, there was a growing im- 
pression that arbitration, or some form 
of comprofmise would be agreed upon. 
At no time, it was said, did the repre- 
sentatives of the men indicate that un- 
less their demands were granted un- 
qualifiedly they would go on strike. 

Both sides refused absolutely to dis- 
cuss their meeting with the president 
or venture any forecast on the proba- 
ble outcome of the negotiations, but 
leaders of the two factions were op- 
timistic tonight that a strike would be 
avoided. 

No Compromise Proposition. 

The president. it was declared, made 
no compromise propositions to éjither 
side today. He merely listened to the 
employee’s representatives and then 
talked with the managers and suggest- 
ed that some concrete working basis 
be agreed upon before proceeding fur-

FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACK. 


Paris, August 14.—-The French troops 
captured some trenches on the left of 
the Fay-Deniecourt road in the Somme 
sector last night, says the war office 
announcement today. There was brisk 
cannonading in the region of Maure- 
pas.» German attacks in the vicinity of 
Hill 804 and at Fleury (in the Verdun 
sector) were repulsed. 

The announcement follows: 

“North of the Somme there was a 
fairly lively cannonade in the region of 
Maurepas. The night was calm in the 
other sectors. 

‘south of the Somme we appreciably 
enlarged our positions southwest of Es- 
trees by capturing several trench ele- 
ments to the left of the Fay-Denie- 
court road. We made some prisoners, 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne a 
violent artillery struggle took place in 
the sector of Moulin-Sous-Toutvent. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) skirmishing with gre- 
nades was reported in the neighborhood 
of Avocourt redoubt. A German at- 
tempt against our crenches east of Hill 
3804 was checked by our machine gun 
fire. On the right bank of the river our 
gSrenadiers easily repulsed two attacks 
by the enemy against the village of 
Fleury and against other’ positions 
southeast of that place. 

“There was intermittent cannonading 
on the remainder of the front.” 


There were vigorous artillery duels 
south of the Somme and on the right 
bank of the Meuse today, according to 
the French official communication 
sued this evening. A German aero- 
plane dropped bombs on Rheims, while 
German batteries shelled various quar- 
ters of that city, destroying the civil 
hospital and killing s{x persons, the 
statement adds. 

The statement says: 

“Bad weather hampered operations on 
the greater part of the front. There 
was a somewhat lively artillery duel 
on various sectors south of the Somme 
and also on the right bank of the 
Meuse. An intermittent cannonade 
took place evervwhere else. 

“Yesterday evening an enemy aero- 
plane threw bombs, including several 
of an incendiary type, on Rheims, while 
the German batteries fired on different 
quarters of the town. The civil hospital 
adjoining the church of St. Remi, and 
a dispensary were destroyed. Six ci- 
vilians were killed.” 


ITALIAN FORCES 
PRESS AUSTRIANS. 


Rome, August 14.—(Via 
Italian troops continued yesterday 
pressing the Austrians back on the 
(‘arso plateau and east of Hill 212 pierc- 
ed another strong line of hostile en- 
trenchments. About 800 prisoners were 
captured by the Italians, says the of- 
ficial announcement of this operation. 

“In the Gorizia area artillery duels 
took place,” the statement says. “The 
enemy's batteries shelled the town and 
oridgwes over the Isonzo. 

“On the remainder of the front small 
but sharp encounters took ;lace on the 
slopes of Forame, at the head of the 
Costsana valley, on the Boite and on 
the slopes of Monte Civarone, in the 
Sugana vagley. The encmy was re- 
pulsed ev@@ywhere and left about fifty 
prisoners*™in our hands. Hostile bat- 
teries bombarded villages in the upper 
Chiarzo and Cordevole valleys. They 
were silenced by our artillery. 

“Last night hostile aircraic dropped 
bombs on Monfalcone and other places 
on the lower Isonzo. No damage nor 
casualties have been reported.” 


SEVERE FIGHTING 
IN GORIZIA DISTRICT. 


Berlin, August 14.—(By Wireless.)— 
The most severe fighting is in prog- 
ress on the heights east of Gorizia, 
Says the official Austrian announce- 
ment of Sunday. Seven times the 
Italians stormed the heights and were 
repulsed with heavy losses. Ths Aus- 
trians have captured 4,000 Italians 
since the inauguration of the new of- 
fensive. 

“The Italians again advanced with 
strong forces against our new front be- 
tween the sea and Monte San Gabriele,” 
says the statement. “In the district 
east of the Vallone valley our troops 
repulsed several attacks. 

“The most violent fighting took 
place on the heights east of Gorizia, 
where seven charges of the enemy 
failed with the heaviest losses. 

“Since the beginning of the Italian 
attack 5,000 Italians, among whom are 
more than 100 officers, have been cap- 
tured.” 

Regarding the Balkan front, the war 
office says: ) 

“In the southeastern war _ theater 
there was only the usual activity along 
the lower Voyusa, in Albania. 


BRITISH DRIVEN, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, August 14.—(Via London.)— 
German positions on the Somme front 
were subjected to heavy attacks yes- 
terday and last night, the war office 
announced today. Two strong assaults 
of the French near Maurepas broke 
down. The British succeeded in pene- 
trating German first line trenches over 
a front of 700 yards, but were driven 
out during the night. The statement 
follows: 

“Southwest of the Thiepval-Pozieres 
high road, the British succeeded early 
yesterday in pentrating our first line 
trenches over a front of 700 yards. They 
were driven out by a counter attack 
during the night. 

“Before Guillemont and the lines ad- 
joining to the south a massed attack 
of the enemy was repulsed with very 
heavy losses for him. 

“Two very strong attacks by the 
French in the sector between Maure- 
pas and the east of Hem also broke 
down. 

“Supplementary reports state that in 
the night of August 12 the French at- 
tacked the village of Fleury (on the 
Verdun front) and our positions east 
of this town, but were repulsed com- 
pletely. A hand grenade attack by 
the enemy northwest of Thiaumont 
work yesterday failed. 

“South of La Bassee canal there was 
lively fighting. Enemy patrols fre- 
quently showed great energy, especially 
northwest of Rheims, where strong re- 
connoitering detachments advanced aft- 
er extensive artillery reparations, 
Their operations were without success. 

“East of Baupaum, a British aero- 
plane was compelled after an aerial 
encounter to make a landing.”

Military operations on the eastern front 
are reported as follows in an official 
statement  aghte: out here today: 

“Front of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg: In the region of Skrobiowa and 
the Oginsky canal south of Lake 
Wygonowskoie Russian advances were 
repulsed. 7Jerman detachments.  dis- 
persed Russian advanced guards east 
of the canal, with considerable losses 
for the enemy. Near Zarecze on the 
Stokhod the battle against Russian 
troops which had advanced was decided 
in our favor. 

“Strong Russian attacks were direct- 
ed against Lub and the Graberka sector 
south of Brody. They were repulsed, 
with sanguinary losses. New attacks 
are now taking place. 

“Front of Archduke Charles Francis: 
Russian attacks against the Zboroff- 
Konjucay sector failed. Such units of 
the enemy as had penetrated our lines 
were driven back by a counter attack, 
and more than 300 prisoners were 
West of Monasterzyska the 
enemy made an attack in vain. He suf- 
fered great losses under our fire.” 

Regarding the Balkan theater, 
war office says: 

“No incidents of importance occurred. 
Even the feigned activity of the enemy 
died down.” 


GAINS CLAIMED 
BY THE TURKS. 


Constantinople, August 14.—(Via 
London.)#—The Turkish army in Persia, 
pressing vigorously the recently inau- 
surated offensive, has put to rout the 
Russians opposing their wight wing, 
the war office announced today. The 
statement says: 

“Persian front: 
our army, after several battles, chased 
the Russians from Hamadan village and 
plain, forcing them to flee to the north- 


the 


east, leaving 315 prisoners in our hands. 


“The enemy lost in one battle in a 
fortified position about 1,000 dead or 
wounded, in addition to 2,000 cases of 
ammunition and a quantity of rifles 
and equipment partly burned. 

“The operations from Essadabad to 
Hamadan progressed as follows: On 
August 9 our pursuing troops attacked 
the enemy after it was evident that the 
Russians expelled from Essadabad In- 
tended to offer resistance in the forti- 
fied positions north of the village. Our 
aeroplanes attacking from. different 
sides ejected the enemy from these po- 
sitions, taking a great number of pris- 
oners. On the same days engaged the 
army in the region of Essadabad and 
notwithstanding the fact that they had 
made an uninterrupted march of 20 
miles, carried out ‘successful attacks, 
storming the enemy’s” strongly” en- 
trench fortifications on the heights. 

“On August 10 our troops resumed 
the pursuit and repulsed the enemy's 
rear guard, composed of strong cavalry 
detachments. In .successive attacks 
continuing the evening they drove them 
eastward In Hamadan plain and then 
penetrated Hamadan. On the same 
evening our detachments on the wing 
engaged hostile cavalry in to the en- 
vVirons of .Hamadan, forcing them to 
flee to the northeast. 

“On August 11 in the morning hos- 
tile troops occupying the northern sec- 
tion of Hlamadan plain were attacked 
and driven off, the plain being cleared. 

“On the central sector the only en- 
gagements were between reconnoiter- 
ing parties. 

“On the left wing hostile forces at- 
tacked our positions near Sakkiz,. but 
were defeated and retreated toward 
evening, having sustained considerable 
losses in our counter attacks. 

“Caucasus front: A portion of our 
left wing ejected the enemy from the 
heights southward of Tatuan, driving 
him northward in the direction of 
Akhlatte, which were occupied. In the 
region to the north of Bitlis there is 
no enemy within 20 miles. Hostile cav- 
alry was encountered at the village of 
Firavy, north of Mush. It was driven 
northward to Kumkum, losing some 
prisoners 

“Elsewhere there were minor engage- 
ments among reconnoitering parties. 
We took some prisoners.” 

Continued gains for the Russians in 
the Serth river region tind along: the 
Zlota Lipa, where their troops have 
crossed at several points to the west- 
ern bank. and the capture of the vil- 
lage of Tustobaby, northwest of the 
Dniester are chronicled in the official 
Russian statement, issued tonight. The 
statement says: 

‘In the region of the River Sereth 
we are advancing suceessfully. One 
of our valiant regiments, after fording 
the river Tukh, a tributary of the 
Sereth, in water up to their chests, 
drove out the enemy from a geries of 
trenches.

Tkachew, one of our aviators, 
having sighted an enemy aeroplane, 
ascended with an officer observer and 
Lieutenant Khrisoskch in an aeroplane 
mounted with a machine gun, and, 
overtaking the enemy aeroplane, at- 
tacked it, firing twice with the ma- 
chine gun.

“Our offensive to the northwest of 
the Dniester continues. As a result of 
a stubborn fight. we captured here the 
village of Tustobaby, which was pro- 
tected by dense lines of well-prepared 
communication trenches, in which the 
enemy met our troops with a terrific 
machine gun fire. 

“On Sunday, when we captured the 
small town of Zboroff, on the Stripa, 
a Belgian cyclist company, which was 
accompanied by their armored cars, 
distinguished themselves by assisting 
our troops in the capture of the town. 

“The fortified works of Monaster- 
gvska, which we captured recently, 
were yery formidable. They consisted 
of five lines of trenches with many 
communication trenches and intersec- 
tions. Judging from the manner in 
which they were constructed and the 
size of the branch constructions, it may 
be assumed that they were destined 
not for machine guns, but for auto- 
matic rifles, as these constructtons had 
three recesses on each side.”

If there is advantageous opportunity be- 
fore the state in the matter of the extension 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad to the 
sea, it must be seized, tentatively at least, 
within the next two days which will bring 
to an end the present legislative session. 

The only purpose, as we see it, of the 
bills which have already passed the state 
senate and are now pending in the house, 
is tO empower the special commission ap- 
pointed by legislative enactment to deter- 
mine the future of the state’s railroad, to 
consider not one, but all proposalg that may 
be made with reference to the extension of 
this line to the sea. 

This commission ig not empowered under 
these measures to take final or definite ac- 
tion. If it considers, in the light of all con- 
‘ditions and the facts in the case, that 
extension would be unwise, then the matter 
would be dropped. If, on the other hand, it 
decides that extension is the. wise and 
proper thing, then the matter must be sub- 
mitted to the people of the state at the 
ballot box, for approval of a bond issue to 
meet the expense, before any step whatever 
can be taken. 

Conceding that the Western dnd Atlantic 
commission is composed of able and patri- 
otic Georgia business men whose sole effort 
will be devoted to getting the best possible 
result for the state, it is easy to see where 
the state has nothing to lose in the enact 
ment of these measures. 

It is not a question of clothing the special 
commission with any extraordinary or far- 
reaching powers; it is proposed only to let 
it investigate and offer its recommendation 
in connection with an important proposal to 


which the legislature has neither the time | 


nor opportunity to give its attention. 

This legislature can certainly entrust to 
the same commission into whose hands it 
has seen fit to place the future disposition 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, the 
question as to the advisability of extension 
to the sea with the ballot standing between 
its recommendation and the final carrying 
out of the proposal. 

That is all that is suggested. 

With the double safeguard of commission 
recommendation and popular vote, there is 
no reason why the house should not concur 
in the action of the stnate on these meas- 
ures.

Georgia Solicitors 
May Soon Be Placed 
On a Salary Basis 


Railroad Men Hold 
Two-Day Convention 
At Piedmont Hotel 


The constitutional amendment of Repre- 
sentatives Swift and Neill, of Muscogee, al- 
lowing the judicial circuits of the state to 
place their solicitors general on a salary if 
they so desire, was yesterday afternoon 


passed by the senate and now awaits the 


signature of the governor before it is finally 
enacted into law. 

The senate also passed the bill of Repre- 
sentative Fowler, of Bibb, which covers a 
defect in our laws by requiring contractors 
for public buildings in municipalities, coun- 
ties and the state to file bond before pro- 
ceeding with the work. 

After disposing of these bills the senate 
turned its attention to appropriation meas- 
ures at the request of Chairman Walker, 
of the senate appropriations committee and 
made the following appropriations: 

Money Appropriated. 

To appropriate $50,000 for building of a 
dormitory at the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college at Milledgeville. 

To appropriate $258,000 for payment of 
back pensions and the pension fund of 1917. 

To appropriate $1,000 to the Marietta Con- 
federate cemetery. 

To appropriate $500 to the Resaca,. Confed- 
erate cemetery. 

Payment for the silver service bought 
from Charles W. Crankshaw by Governor 
Terrell eight years ago to be donated to the 
battleship Georgia was again refused by the 
senate. The amount claimed to have been 
due Mr. Crankshaw was $1,300, but this was 
amended by the senate so as to make the pay- 
ment $760 in full settlement of all claims end 
to be paid only after all school and pension 
appropriations had been settled. 

After a heated debate the vote was taken 
on the resolution as amended. The vote was 
22 to 14, lacking one vote of the requisite 
constitutional majority of 23 to pass a reso- 
lution. President G. Ogden Persons then cast 
the deciding vote against the payment of the 
money. An effort to have the bill reconsidered 
will be made. 

The pension bill offered to the senate pro- 
vided for the payment of $33,000 for the pay- 
ment of pensions past due, but the amend- 
ment of Senator Burnside provided for the ad- 
ditional appropriation of $225,000 for the pay- 
ment of pensions in 1917. This was adopted 
as amended. 


Veasey Bill Passed. 


The Veazey bill, providing for the appoint- 
ment of committees to investigate’ the 
eleemosynary institutions in the state of 
Georgia wherever persons are confineadl against 
their will, and expressly providing for the 
investigation of convents and monasteries 
passed the senate by a vote of 30 to 8. 

The following is the vote on the bill:

Immediately after the passage of the bill 
Senator Peacock gave notice that he would 
move to reconsider the action of the senate. 

The senate also passed the Eakes bill 
providing for the appointment by the gov- 
ernor of a state superintendent of public 
printing and purchasing agent. The amend- 
ment of Senator Burnside making the salary 
$2,400 instead of $3.600 was adopted. To be 
eligible for the appointment it is necessary to 
have had five years’ experience as a practical 
printer and to file a $50,000 bond. 

Chaplain’s Work Approved. . 


A resolution was passed by the senate ap- 
proving the work of Chaplain John G. Wat- 
kins, who has been the chaplain of the senate 
for the past twenty-three years, and ex- 
pressing the desire that he should have the 
position so long as he should wish. 

Two interested visitors in the senate 
chamber were Fred Cone, of Lake City, Fla., 
ex-president of the Florida senate, and R. T. 
Persons, of Forsyth, brother of President © 
Ogden Persons. 

According to the report of the rules com- 
mittee of the senate, which was adopted, de- 
bate has been limited to thirty minutes on 
anv one matter, including the twenty minutes 
allotted to the chairman of the committee. 
This rule is subject to extension by vote of 
the senate.

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SIX APPELLATE JUDGES FAVORED: 
INTERURBAN RAILROAD BILL PASSES 


MAY MOVE TO RECONSIDER 


Indications last night Were that when 
the house convenes this morning a motion 
will be made to reconsider the action of 
the house Monday in passing the Dill au- 
thorizing the secretary of state to charter 
electric and gas interurban railways, and, 
if successful, to lay the bill upon the table. 
It appears that there is little, if any, op- 
position to the bill per se, but that this 
move is the result of uneasiness lest the 
bill should in some manner provide means 
for evading the Western and Atlantic anti- 
paralleling act. 


Monday was consumed by the house for 
the most part in debating and voting upon 
two senate measures—one authorizing the 
secretary of state to issue charters to electric 
or gas interurban railways companies, and 
another to increase the number of appellate 
court judges from three to six. Both meas- 
ures were passed, together with the act 
known as the bank acceptance bill; one pro- 
viding for the licensing of commercial 
notaries public, a minor measure having to 
do with supreme court procedure, and one 
authorizing the governor to appoint two 
members of the state entomological commis- 
sion, in lieu of the heads of the state horti- 
cultural and state agricultural societies, who, 
with the commissioner of agriculture, are 
now ex-officio members. The latter's status 
is not changed by the bill. 

A bill to give state banks authority to 
conduct trust company business, provided 
such banks have a capitaligation of $100,000, 
was debated Monday afternoon, and goes over 
to this morning as unfinished business, pro- 
viding the rules committee sees fit to permit 
it to retain its place on the calendar. 

Also the so-called “anti-lynching“ bill, 
providing for the removal of sheriffs derelict 
in their duty to protect prisoners in their 
care, set for Monday but not reached, will 
be on the calendar for this morning, subject, 
of course, to the will of the rules committee. 

Interurban Rallroads. 

Although the rules committee reported 
ten senate bills assigned to the calendar for 
consideration yesterday, the house. spent 
practically the entire morning session in de- 
bating and voting upon but one of them—the 
bill authorizing the secretary of state to 
Srant charters to interurban’ railways in 
Georgia. 

The act was hotly contested, and it passed 
by a vote of 96 to 53—a bare majority of a 
quorum. Sheppard, of Sumter, gave notice 
that today he will move for a reconsideration 
of it. A motion to transmit it immediately 
back to the senate failed. - 

In the act many profess to see the pros- 
pective application in the near future: by the 
Duke electric railway system of South Caro- 
lina for a charter under which to extend its 


system from Anderson, S. C., to Atlanta, tra- 
versing Hart, Franklin, Jackson, Madison, 
Barrow, Gwinnett and DeKalb counties. Itg 
opponents were fearful of a “joker” in it, 
whereby might be removed the existing bar- 
riers to prevent the paralleling of the West- 
ern and Atlantic. . 
However, Wohlwender, of Muscogee, and 
Yeoman’s of Terrell, prepared a set of amend- 
ments obviating this danger, ! prominent 
among them being one to limit the secretary 
of state’s authority to the issuing of charters 
to railroads only employing electrie energy 
or gas in the propelling of its engines, and 
another providing that so long as the state 
shall own the W. & A. no interurban line shall 
be chartered to parallel its right-of-way. 
These amendments were adopted, but the bill 
was warmly contested on general principles. 
Speaking for it were Wohlwender, Stark 
of Jackson, Yeomans of Terrell, Morris of

8d ci Georgia, has reported to 
s r of internal revenue that 
his collections from all sources during the 
year @ere $1,392,273.28, of which amount ap- 
Proximately $41,000 was paid by persons 
manufacturing or dealing in wines and spirit- 
uous liquors. 

This money was paid in to the collector 
regardless of the fact that Georgia during 
the period covered was operating under a 
State law against the liquor traffic, and by 
men for the most part who were willing to 
“take a chance” of prosecution by the state 
authorities for conducting a form of business 
against which the federal government never 
has placed a ban. Experience showed, too, 
that in this they were safe, because of the 
laxity of the law’s enforcement. The bulk 
of such moneys were paid in by dealers in 
malt and vinous beverages. 

Applications Very Few. 

Hiowever, “for the fiscal 
July 1, 1916, according to 
applications for revenue stamps authorizing 
their purchasers to engage in the liquor 
business have been, according to Mr. Blalock, 
“very few.” The exact number he is not per- 
mitted under the rules of his department to 
divulge. 

The federal statutes on the liquor ques- 
tion have not been changed; but those of the 
state have, and to the rigid enforcement of
